U.S. Patent No. 5,740,443 to Carini, prior art of record, teaches 
performing call-site specific selective automatic inlining; 

J agannathan- Wright, prior art of record, teaches that the decision to 
inlining at a call site is based on an estimate of the procedure's size when 
specialized for that call site (p. 193, paragraph on Selectivity); 

Serrano, prior art of record, teaches an inlining optimization that 
minimizes code size growth by combining a compile-time algorithm deciding 
when expansion should occur with different expansion frameworks describing 
how they should be performed; 
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MlPSpro, prior art made of record, teaches a loop nest optimization 
that uses loop fission when an inner loop is suffering from register pressure; 

Holzle et al., prior art made of record, teaches inlining based on type 
feedback (see paragraph 4.5) which can create a slowdown in execution 
performance; 

however, none of the above, taken individually or in combination, teach or 
suggest making inlining decision using site register-pressure data during a second 
compilation as required by independent Claims 1, 5, 9, 13, 17 and 21.
